Washington Forbids Anti- 
Catholic Demonstration 


These years are the most remarka- 
ble epoch in the history of our coun-| 
try. Every fact and every incident 
of the War which brought us freedom 
will forever be cherished in our 
hearts. Among these facts are some 
that should be recalled. 


The first, and probably the most 
significant, in Washington’s career 
from the Catholic viewpoint, is the 
stand he took at Cambridge, on No- 
vember 5, 1775, shortly after assum- 
ing command of. his soldiers. 


Justice had at last unsheathed her 
sword of righteousness in Massachu- 
setts; peace had come from Virginia 
—that peace colonial life had never 
fully enjoyed :—peace to worship God 
according to one’s conscience; and 
peace and justice kissed, that day at 
Cambridge and truth at last sprang 
out of the earth. 


Nothing in the political or religious 


development of either colony can ex-|. 


plain the order Washington gave that 


anti-Catholic colonial holiday. There 
is only the magnanimous and tolerant 
heart of America’s greatest general 
to interpret correctly the command 
to his soldiers that the observance of_ 
the ridiculous and childish custom, as 
he called it, of burning the effigy of 
the Pope would not be permitted to 
disgrace his headquarters. He could 
not, he said in the order issued that 
day, help expressing his surprise that 
there should be officers and soldiers 
in his army so void of common sense 
as not to see the impropriety of such 
an intolerant step. This was the first 
note struck for religious freedom in 
the rising republic. 


Some have thought that his noble 
action was due to the presence of his 
closest Catholic friend, Colonel John 
Fitzgerald of Alexandria, who had 
joined the colors at Cambridge short- 
ly after Washington had taken com- 
mand and who had been appointed 
but a few days before secretary and 
aide-de-camp of the General. 


Others have interpreted Washing- 
ton’s courageous act as due to his pro- 
found admiration for another Catho-

vasion of Canada, he warned Arnold, 
knowing his animosity to our Church, 
that as far as lay in his power, he was 
to protect and support the free exer- 
cise of the Catholic faith in that coun- 
try, and that any American officer or 
soldier showing contempt or ridicule 
for that faith was to be punished im- 
mediately. 


If the Continental Congress the 
year. before had only displayed such 
a spirit of religious freedom, the cam- 
paign in Canada might have succeed- 
ed; but the first State papers issued 
by that body unfortunately contained 
a bitter attack on the Catholic Church 
and had alienated Catholic Canadian 
sentiment; as Father John Carroll 
was to realize to his sorrow when in 
February, 1776, at the request of Con- 
gress, he accompanied Benjamin 
Franklin, Samuel Chase, and his own 
cousin, Charles Carroll of Carrollton, 
to Montreal in an attempt to win the 
sympathy of Canada.

woman educator, who came to 
Europe last year for a “Family Ed- 
ucation Congress” held at Liege, 
made a sojourn afterwards in Italy. 
Naturally she made contacts with 
several American families living 
abroad, and sought their ideas and 
impressions on matters educational 
on this side of the ocean, She found 
the situation much the same as 
that in her motherland, where noth- 
ing, it may be said, is valued if it 
is not up-to-date, and therefore in 
continuous flow and change, where 
the form and theory of pedagogy 
are particularly esteemed, and 
where we find flourishing such 
movements as behaviorism, “pro- 
gressive education,” and the “scien- 
tific’ school of child-training. 

The anarchy of the New Educa- 
tion ia very well illustrated by an 
oecurrence which this educator wit- 
nessed in one of our large cities 
where a member of the American 
colony was giving a tea. The host- 
ess, steeped in the theories of the 
New Education, active, spontan- 
eous,’ independent, untrammelled 
self-directing, laments not finding 
in the great city a school in har- 
mony with ner ideas for her lively 
lads of seven and nine,—‘“Nothing 
but these wretched convent schools 
where all they teach is religion.” 


The Progressive Idea 


She elaborates her thoughts: 
“We are following the ‘progres- 
sive’ idea. All we ask of our chil- 
dren is to be healthy and happy. 
We want them to know about 
everything and we talk freely to 
them. They know all about life . 
Until now their minds have been 
kept pure and we have enjoyed 
their fullest confidence. But since 
they have been in contact with 
Italian boys all that is changed. I 
don’t know why. . . Anyhow, 
we want them to be happy and 
healthy and we tell them honestly 
the reason for everything. Mon- 
tessori doesn’t want compulsion 
used on children, who, she thinks, 
educate themselves. She wants to 
stop for good the conflict between 
children and adults.” 

The lady goes on to praise the 
spontaneity, enterprise and self- 
sufficiency of American boys, “so 
different from Italian children.” 
The guests are leaving, accompan- 
ied by their hostess. At the door 
of the magnificent villa, silent, 
barefoot, stands an Italian child, 
patiently awaiting the opportunity 
to tell the lady that her 7-year-old 
Tommy has snatched from him a 
precious toy and to beg her to make 
him return it. 

Quickly the Mother’s voice is 
raised in an unusual tone of com- 
mand. (The guests have heard the 
complaint, and ... noblesse oblige!) 

“Tommy, if you have this boy’s 
plaything give it back.” 

“T won't.” 

“Tommy, go get that toy at once 
and return it!” 

“I won’t, and I can’t.” 

“Why can’t you?” 

“Because I threw 
can’t be got.” 

Just at this moment is heard the 
erash of breaking giass. A few 
steps away 9-year-old Jimmy, in 
search of the ultimate, has thrown 
a large mirror into the paved road 
and is now giving the final touch 
by industriously reducing the larg- 
er fragments to smithereens on 
the pavement. 

“Oh, Jimmy, don’t you know it’s 
bad luck to break a lookingglass ?” 
queries the mother, permitting her- 
self only the further remark, “And 
what terrible splinters. . . to cut 
the poor little Italian children’s 

feet!”

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Education, said last year is typical 
of the pedagogical mentality today 
of the majority of leaders of 
American public school education. 
Under the auspices of the Bureau 
of Propaganda of New York Uni- 
versity and of the “Association for 
Personality Education,’ Robertson 
stated: “It is imperative to insist 
on the personality of the child 
rather than on the course of study. 
Discipline is a repression of his 
individuality, hence to be banished. 
The schools, so far as they are a 
guide to childhood, should secure 
the co-operation of parents in the 
new education by means of the de- 
velopment of personality. Self- 
confidénce has to be developed in 
the child so that he may enjoy life 
wholly, Timidity in the young is 
a common evil of our civilization 
and is the fruit of educational uni- 
formity. 
Guidance Is Necessary 


“Now, every child presents an in- 
dividual case and as such should be 
dealt with. The public school 
should not merely prepare children 
to earn a living but to find them- 
selves. Hence guidance is neces- 
sary for our schools so that not 
only children but parents may get 
this viewpoint. The latter should 
be made to understand the newly- 
discovered educational methods and 
employ them at home. To this end, 
in all schools pediatric clinics 
should be established, which help 
towards true education in develop-_|‘ 
ing the child’s personality. This 
clinic will command the co-opera- 
tion of teachers in understanding 
mental hygiene and solving each 
pupil’s difficulties.” 

In those words, not all is as rev- 
olutionary and pernicious as the 
pretension to abolish discipline and 
allow the child to “enjoy life whol- 
ly.” It is quite right to seek ways 
of aiding the child to overcome his 
difficulties by ascertaining the 
cause; but it is perilous to subject 
him to psychiatric experiments in 
clinics tending to mechanize the 
work of education. 

Such clinics, which arrogate to 
themselves the guiding of teachers 
and parents, so-called Child Guid- 
ance clinics, are often conducted 
by materialists more or less infat- 
uated with the widespread theory 
labelled BEHAVIORISM or OB- 
JECTIVE PSYCHOLOGY of John 
B. Watson and Columbia Universi- 
ty. This theory, which treats of 
human psychology on the same 
level with that of brutes, does not 
recognize soul or conscience, but 
only mechanical behavior. This 
presupposes a narrow casual de- 
terminism, which unites the condi- 
tions of mental life with its mani- 
festations; so that, the conditions 
once recognized, the psychological 
behavior which necessarily follows 
will be known; reciprocally, given 
a psychological behavior, the caus- 
al eondition becomes traceable. To 
psychological science belongs the 
determination of these multiple 
eonditions. In a word, materialis- 
tic and mechanical psychology it 
is that reduces all to “stimulus and 
reaction.” 

Abolition of Marriage 

Dr. MacDougal, strongly criti- 
cizing behaviorism, says that it pro- 
duces three serious evils, whereby 
American life is greatly dominat- 
ed: the idea that religion is mere 
illusion, a superstition surviving 
from pre-scientific times; the per- 
suasion that the relation between 
the sexes is no more than the sat- 
isfaction of sensuality, wherefore 
Watson predicts the abolition of 
marriage within 50 years; the 
mechanization of human life, which 
is believed to be the essence of 
Americanism and as such is feared 
in Europe. He trusts that common 
sense will sweep away a science 
such as “imposes annually on thou- 
sands of young students the nega- 
tion of moral responsibility,” con- 
sidering it as a superstition now 
abolished. 

Meantime behaviorism is all the 
rage. Here are some typical ex- 
periments performed in orphanages, 
clinies by Dr. Watson: Pricking the 
lying-in hospitals and pediatric 
newborn infant with needles in 
various parts of its body to ascer- 
hj}tain the region of greatest sensi- 
tivity or of most immediate reac- 


and | tion; suspending child of about two 
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Acwpieg newborn infant from 
height of two or three feet. 

Many cruel experiments are used 
to “condition child to fear,” after 
which he is “reconditioned” to re- 
move fear and restore courage. 
Watson protests that “while such 
experiments may seem cruel they 
are not really so by reason of their 
usefulness.” 

Unnatural Displacement 

But the worst calamity 6f all re-, 
sulting from modern pedagogical 
theory, so far as experimental 
psychology and psychiatry are con- 
cerned, lies in displacing the home 
and family as the necessary and 
natural center of early education, 
in favor of the artificial milieu of 
a school, where may be carried on 
the experimental researches deemed 
indispensable. to education. 

The modern science of experi- 
mental pedagogy tends to assert 
the unfitness of parents as educa- 
tors, hence to exclude them or at 
least relegate them to a secondary 
plane and consign the management 
of childhood more and more to the 
public school, making education 
wholly and exclusively a function 
of the state. Parents supinely 
adapt themselves to this condition 
of inferiority, reconcile themselves 
without protest to the diploma of 
incapacity decreed them by 
“science,” and send their children 
of tenderest years out of the home 
to nursery schools, infant asylums, 
kindergartens now becoming ex- 
cessively widespread and artificially 
necessary. 

And here we do not wish to be 
misunderstood: we do not deny 
either the utility or the relative 
need of schools and nurseries for 
infants, since not all parents, no- 
tably not all mothers, to whom be- 
longs almost exclusively the edu- 
cation of the very early years, are 
in a position to carry on well. 
Sometimes they are really incapa- 
ble, impeded as they are by house- 
hold responsibilities; but it is im- 
possible to admit the systematic 
universalization of the infant 
school without tearing out the fun- 
damental pivot on which the family 
hinges, which is education. 

This mode of procedure takes 
the same direction as the scholas- 
tic system of communistic Russia, 
where newborn children, virtually | 
made orphans outright, are reared) 
in nurseries and infant asylums. 
And, unfortunately, in nearly all 
modern expositions, in the pedagog- 
ical sections, obtrusive display is 
principally made of the new meth- 
ods of child-training: Thus in a 
recent Belgian exposition at Liege, 
we saw a hall in which, in a sort 
of cage surrounded by network and 
glass (into whidh visitors could 
look) there rolled about and play- 
ed a number of urchins about one 
year old; in charge of nurses. We 
declare it gave one the impression 
of a poOultry-yard or an experi- 
mental’ tabbit-warren. 

More and more every day is be- 
ing insinuated into the family the 
idea that the best education for 
children is that given outside the 
home by strangers technically | 
equipped. Hence mothers, without! 
any real necessity, now voluntarily 
send their offspring early 
“rom home and home-protection. 
Yet nothing is more detrimental to 
true education and contrary to the 
unabrogated law of the Creator.

1,500 Are Expected 
At 1932 Sessions Of 
the Catholic Charities 


Omaha, Nebr.—Coming directly 
from Washington, D. C., where he 
has been working for the past year 


on unemployment relief legislation, 
the Rev. Dr. John O'Grady, secre- 
tary of the National Conference of 
Catholic Charities, arrived in this 
city recently to confer with the 
Most Rev. Joseph F. Rummel, 
Bishop of Omaha, and local com- 
mittees regarding the convention 
of the National Conference of 
Catholic Charities to be held here 
September 25-28. 


Dr. O’Grady, as a member of 
the President’s Committee on Un- 
employment Relief, has been close- 
ly in touch with suggested relief 
measures now up before the Senate 
and House. 


1,500 Delegates Expected 


The convention will bring to- 
gether, according to Dr. O’Grady, 
1,500 delegates representing var- 
ious charitable institutions and or- 
ganizations from all sections of the 
United States. 

The national conference of the 
St. Vincent de Paul society, will be 
held in conjunction with the Char- 
ities convention. There will also 
be special meetings of representa- 
tives of 350 Catholic ehild caring 
institutions and of 79 diocesan 
agencies of Catholic Charities. 


“Catholic social workers consid- 
er themselves especially fortunate 
in having the leadership of the 
Holy Father, Pope Pius XI, in em- 
phasizing individual and public re- 
sponsibility in the present world- 
wide business depresson. Pope 
Pius has called for a new outlook 
on business and social relation- 
ships; for a new outlook in regard 
to the responsibility of wealth for 
a radical realignment of our indus- 
trial relationships. He has asked 
Catholics the world over to band 
themselves together in organiza- 
tions for Catholic action. 

“The Catholic Charities Confer- 
ence of the United States has tak- 
en ‘Christian Social Action’ as the 
theme of its Omaha session.

Conversion of Noted 
Cleric, Dr. Orchard, 


Impresses His Flock 


London—The conversion of Dr. 
William Edwin Orchard, famous 
English non-conformist preacher, 
is certain to have an effect upon 
his followers, it is believed here. 

A writer in the Catholic Times 
a few weeks ago, anticipating Dr. 
Orchard’s conversion, went so far 
as to say that “not since the con- 
version of Newman last century 
has there been such a triumph for 
Truth.” “What will happen to 
those who have followed Dr. Or- 
chard and have sat at his feet ready 
to be guided by his convictions and 
his clear intellect?” the writer 
asks. “Many of his flock at King’s 
Weigh House have already preced- 
ed him into the true fold and many 
more will come.” 

One of them, incidentally, is 
Stanley B. James, now a noted 
Catholic publicist, who was for- 
merly a curate of Dr. Orchard in 
Mayfair. 

Dr. Orchard began his career as 
a railroad clerk. Later he went to 
college and became a Presbyterian 
minister in a London suburb. 

His name came before the pub- 
lic when he associated himself with 
the Rev. R. J. Campbell and his 
“New Theology.” 

His views underwent a change 
when he became minister of the 
Congregational King’s Weigh 
House church. He came into con- 
flict with the Congregational au- 
thorities when he introduced can- 
dies, vestments, incense and Bene- 
diction into his services. 

A few years ago Dr. Orchard 
sought to take his church and con- 
gregation into the Anglican body, 
but his overtures were rejected by 
the Lambeth Conference of 1930.

Throng Outside Cathedral 

Long before 3 p. m., the appoint- 
ed time for the opening ceremony, 
Marlborough street, in which St. 
Mary’s is situated, and the streets 
converging on it, were thronged 
with people secking admission to 
the ceremony. 

Those unable to gain admittance 
took up positions outside along the 
footpaths. Their patience was soon 
outside the Pro-athedral, carried 
the ceremony to them. By this 
means the overflow congregation 
was enabled to follow the services 
and to hear the addresses of the 
prelates. 

About half an hour before the 
scheduled time, the Bishops, clergy, 
and members of the Permanent 
Committee of Eucharistic Congres- 
ses proceeded to take their places 
in the Pro-Cathedral. Many dis- 
tinguished strangers, as well as 
public representatives, members of 
the Diplomatic Corps, of the 
Oireachtas and of the Six-County 
Parliament already were seated. 
They were quickly followed by 
President de Valera, head of the 
Executive Council of the Free 
State, accompanied by the Minis- 
ters of his Cabinet. Then Alder- 
man Alfred Byrne, Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, attired in robes of state 
and followed by the Catholic mem- 
bers of the City Council, arrived. 

The procession of prelates was 
formed in the robing rooms and 
moved slowly toward St. Mary’s. 
The Most Rev. Thomas L. Heylen, 
Bishop of Namur, President of the 
Permanent Committee, led the dis- 
tinguished cortege. He was follow- 
ed by the Most Rev. Edward J. 
Byrne, Archbishop of Dublin, spon- 
sor of the Congress. Then came 
the Papal Legate, Cardinal Lauri, 
and the other Cardinals with their 
respective suites. It was a dis- 
play more impressive than any- 
thing yet seen in Ireland, and its 
significance gripped the audience. 

As the head of the procession 
entered the church, the choir boys 
sang the Ecce Sacerdes Magnus. 
Up the center aisle went the sol- 
emn cortege, and then into the 
Sanctuary, where each took his 
allotted place—the Cardinals on 
their thrones, the other members 
of the Hierarchy seated at their 
feet.

degrading, scurrilous, and indecent, 
for men of integrity and virtue, and 
abuse the whole of their former 
lives, and slander the education 
they have received, and nothing 
more is required of them. There is 
no system of folly, or impiety, 
or blasphemy, or atheism, into 
which they may not throw them- 
selves, and which they may not pro- 
fess openly and as a syster;, con- 
sistently with the enjoyment of all 
the privileges of a free citizen in 
the happiest constitution in the 
world.” 

An Unjust Divisien. 

When speaking of the English 
representatives in Ireland of that 
same period which was long after 
the policy of the Plantation System 
had dispossessed the vast majority 
of the Irish people in favor of the 
Protestant English and Scotch set- 
tlers purposely brought to Ireland 
to be the beneficiaries of the whole- 
sale plunder, the same distinguish- 
ed Protestant statesman says:

Has Held First. Place. 


It is because “Christ was. wor- 
shipped and received” in Ireland 
throughout the last fifteen -centu- 
ries, as He is being “worshipped 
and received” in Ireland today, that 
the record of Catholic freland is all 
that it is. 

With such a history arid with 
such a tradition well may Ireland’ 
accept the honor aceorded her this 
year of welcoming the pilgrims 
from all parts of the Catholic world 
to her Capital to unite with her in 
acts of adoration, thanksgiving, 
atonement, and petition to her Eu- 
charistic Lord and God. 

As these pilgrims visit in Erin, 
well may they ponder over all 
that it has. cost that land to re- 
tain the priceless treasure of the 
Faith so that Jesus Christ, the Eu- 
charistic King, should ever hold 
first place in the minds and in the 
hearts of the Irish nation. 

The time appointed for the pre- 
sent Congrcss is a propitious one, 
for if Ireland does not enjoy abso- 
lute freedcm, it has at least a large 
measure of autonomy—what it did 
not have for some hundreds of 
vears befcre. 

The dark clouds of religious per- 
secution, of legal and social injus- 
tice, and of a well-organized regime 
of astracism no longer hover over 
Ireland. The Church there is no 
longer discriminated against by an 
alien and hostile government. She 
now enjoys the freedom she had in 
the days of yore when she caused 
Ireland to be known and respected 
the-world over as “The Island of 
Saints and Scholars”; when the 
fame of Ireland’s educational insti- 
tutions attracted to her class-rooms 
thousands and thousands of the 
very best students of many foreign 
lands; when Irish missionaries and 
Irish educators performed such her- 
oic feats'on the Continent of Eur- 
ope to keep the torch of Faith and 
of civilization burning when the 
Vandals and the Goths and the 
Huns had al! but extinguished it 
after these barbarians had dismem- 
bered the Old Roman Empire. 


New Cycle of History. 


Ireland has but entered upon a 
new cycle of her history which the 
pilgrims to the Eucharisvic Con- 
eress in Dublin cannot but notice, 
for they will behold many evidences 
of her plans of reconstruction. 
England’s regime has left a legacy 
of injustice and of poverty almost 
everywhere visible throughout the 
length and breadth of the Green 
Isle. Only intelligent statesman- 
ship combined with the loyal co- 
operation of the whole of the people 
of Ireland can eventually efface it. 
For that enormous task much time 
and patience too will be required. 
But that legacy inherited ‘trom 
British domination and misrule— 
for be it remembered that the 
Catholics of Ireland were discrim- 
inated against in a series of legal 
enactments for well nigh a hundred 
years after the Act of Emancipa- 
tion had been inserted in the Sta- 
tute Books—will prove to be for 
the pilgrims a very strong reminder 
of the dark days of Erin, and of all 
she has suffered for the Faith 
which she has shared so generously 
with so many millions in foreign 
lands, and which has preserved her 
and these who owe so much to the 
zeal of her sons and daughters, in 
undivided allegiance to our Euchar- 
istic King.

Britain Birth Rate 15.3; 
Lowest Ever Recorded 


LONDON, ENGLAND. — Great 
Britain’s birth rate reached a new 
low mark of 15.3 per 1,000 in the 
first quarter of this year, accord- 
ing to the report of the Registrar- 
General. 

There were 152,220 births in that 
period, which was 7,451 below the 
total for the first quarter of 1931. 

The British birth rate for last

Now you might ask: “Why did 
God create?” In the Book of Pro- 
verbs (16-4) is the answer: “The 
Lord hath made all things for 
Himself,” for His Own honor and 
glory, to Yreveal His power ‘and 
goodness to us, and for the good 
of His creatures. Is it true that 
He used six “days” for creation? 
Yes, according to the Holy Scrip- 
tures. He could have easily done 
all at once, but it was His Holy 
Will to make known that there 
were six days and on’the seventh 
day He rested and blessed and 
sanctified His works. 

For you children we need ‘not go 
into the meaning of the words of 
the Bible as we find them in the 
Hebrew, Greek and Latin lan- 
guages. But we may explain this 
to: you that a “day” according to 
the Will of God might have meant 
a moment or a great many years.

If you children have not heard 
of the name of “Cornelius” it 
would be well for you to place it in 
your minds now, for he was one of 
the first and great converts of St. 
Peter to Christianity. St. Peter 
travelled and preached and con- 
firmed his young fleck of Chris- 
tians. At Lydda he healed Eneas, 
who had been in bed with the palsy 
for eight years; and at Joppa he 
raised to life a woman named Ta- 
bitha who was known for her alms 
to the poor. It was while here that 
he received a spiritual call to give 
tthe Faith to the Gentiles in the 
name of one Cornelius. 


Cornelius was a man who kept 
perfect order in his family, was 
devout in his worship of God, and 
was also most generous to the 
poor. While at Caesarea, Cornelius 
was told; at prayer, that his good 
life and good deeds had won him 
the gift of Faith. He sent to 
Joppa for St. Peter. God could as 
well have sent an Angel to convert 
Cornelius, but the Holy Ghost, 
working through the ministers of 
Christ, were to “Go and teach all 
nations.” 

Cornelius sent two servants to 
St. Peter and while they were 
gone he called together many of 
his close friends. When Peter was 
approaching, Cornelius, a Centu- 
rion, went out to meet him, and 
bowed down most respectfully, ac- 
cording to the Eastern custom. St. 
Peter was humbled and confused. 
He entered the home of Cornelius, 
and when he saw so many Gentiles 
present he was alarmed, for the 
Jews did not mix with the Gen- 
tiles. Both Peter and Cornelius 
told about their visions and then 
Peter said to them, that God was 
not a respector of persons, and no 
matter how a man was born, he 
came under the mercy of the Sav- 
ior of the world. 


After Peter had explained the 
teachings, the life, death and resur- 
rection of Jesus, the Holy Ghost 
came upon all present and St. 
Peter was convinced that Jesus 
wanted him to baptize them all, 
That was, perhaps, the first great 
work among the Gentiles, for St. 
Paul was still preparing for his 
mission among them. 

St. Peter returned then to Jeru- 
salem where the converted Jews 
blamed. him for speaking to the 
Gentiles. He told them God had 
commanded him to teach and bap- 
itize them.
